To  the  Trustees ,  Friends  and  Patrons  of  Kittrell  College 

In  keeping  with  our  custom  we  beg  to  submit  herewith  the 
quadrennial  report  of  our  work  for  1900-1904. 

In  many  respects  this  has  been  the  most  successful  period  in 
the  history  of  the  school,  and  the  experiences  through  which 
we  have  passed  have  been  of  great  value  in  determining  the 
wisdom  and  utility  of  our  efforts. 

ENROLLMENT. 

At  the  opening  of  this  quadrennium  it  was  evident  that  our 
work  had  grown  in  popular  favor  and  that  our  attendance 
would  be  larger  than  ever  before.  There  has  been  a  steady  in¬ 
crease  in  numbers  and. the  average  enrollment  has  been:

The  above  enrollment  shows  patronage  from  North  Carolina, 
South  Carolina,  Virginia,  Maryland,  New  Jersey,  New  York 
Kentucky,  Pennsylvania,  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  repre¬ 
senting  forty-nine  different  counties  and  sixty-three  different 
communities. 


GENERAL  LITERARY  WORK. 

J.  L.  Wheeler,  Vice-President  and  Dean. 

Our  class-room  work  is  divided  as  follows: 

Primary  Department — Three  Years. 

Intermediate  English  Department — Three  Years. 

Normal  Department — Three  Years. 

College  Department — Four  Years. 

THE  LITERARY  WORK. 

In  this  work,  the  main  object  of  the  school  has  been  to  en¬ 
lighten  the  mind  of  the  students,  and  to  make  them  worthy 
constituents  of  our  government  and  pillars  of  the  home. 
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It  is  very  hard  to  realize  just  how  much  the  most  of  them 
stand  in  need  of  training,  and  how  difficult  it  is  to  separate 
them  from  the  conventionalities  to  which  they  are  natural  heirs, 
and  then  to  inoculate  a  new  system  of  training  altogether  for¬ 
eign  to  them. 

The  results  are  generally  gratifying  and  well  worth  the  sac¬ 
rifice  of  the  labor  and  time.  No  one  of  the  admirers  can  tell 
how  much  work  has  been  done  on  the  polished  shaft  except  the 
one  who  wrought.  So  we  think  now  and  then  of  those  who  go 
from  us  to  face  life’s  duties. 

The  school  has  followed  the  desire  of  its  founders  by  main¬ 
taining  a  normal  course.  They  felt  as  we  feel,  that,  the  uplift 
of  our  people  must  come  through  well  trained  teachers. 
Though  our  facilities  have  been  very  limited,  and  the  mother 
of  invention  has  forced  us  to  many  peculiar  resorts,  we  believe 
that  the  ends  sought  have  been  to  a  large  extent  accomplished. 

Our  teachers  must  be  commended  for  the  indefatigable  man¬ 
ner  in  which  they  have  been  and  are  laboring.  We  have  added 
to  the  Normal  Course  from  time  to  time,  until  it  is  as  strong 
as  that  of  any  similar  course  in  the  South. 

The  training  is  both  theoretical  and  practical.  We  have 
added  to  our  curriculum  a  College  Course,  embracing  the 
branches  taught  in  an  ordinary  college  course.  This  was  done 
to  give  those  who  finish  the  Normal  Course  (if  they  so  desire) 
an  opportunity  to  pursue  a  higher  course. 

A  goodly  number  of  the  Normal  graduates  have  taken  ad¬ 
vantage  of  it.  This  June  we  will  have  our  second  class  of 
College  graduates. 

There  are  two  literary  societies,  one  maintained  by  the 
young  men,  the  other  by  the  young  ladies,  and  one  debating 
club  by  the  young  men.  Especial  interest  has  been  manifested 
in  all,  and  a  growth  derived  therefrom  that  could  not  have 
been  well  secured  from  any  other  source. 

The  Annual  Oratorical  Contest  of  the  Normal  and  College 
Classes  heightens  the  literary  spirit,  for,  from  this  contest,  the 
representatives  are  selected  to  the  Annual  Oratorical  Contest 
with  two  other  schools. 

We  have  arranged  our  system  so  as  to  make  our  recitation 
period  from  9  a.  m.  to  1  p.  m.,  divided  into  six  periods  of  forty 
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minutes  each ;  from  2 130  to  4 130  p.  m.  being  devoted  to  indus¬ 
trial  work  and  study. 

GIRLS’  HOME. 

•  K.  W.  Telfair,  Lady  Principal. 

As  we  grow  older  in  years  and  experience,  our  contact  with 
humanity  more  and  more  reveals  the  fact  that  the  force  which 
tells  most  on  the  future  of  individuals  and  peoples  are  produced 
in  the  home. 

With  this  idea  to  stimulate  our  efforts,  we  began  our  work 
this  quadrennium  determined  to  add  more  than  ever,  in  this 
direction,  to  the  developments  of  our  students.  Several  addi¬ 
tional  home  furnishings,  such  as  water  in  the  different  build¬ 
ings,  a  change  of  schedule  and  an  increased  number  of  students 
were  also  encouraging  features.  Allen  Bulding,  the  girls’ 
home,  includes  the  two  laundries,  dining-room  and  kitchen. 
The  entire  work  of  these  branches  is  done  by  students,  too. 

There  is  a  class  of  girls  in  the  kitchen  and  in  the  laundries, 
who  work  all  day  and  go  to  school  at  night.  In  this  way 
they  earn  money  for  the  next  year’s  schooling.  These  girls 
have  not  done  all  the  required  work  of  the  home,  but  have  been 
assisted  by  the  pupils  who  attend  school  in  the  day,  and  who 
do  at  least  two  hours  work  each  day. 

We  have  tried  to  have  every  detail  of  duty  become,  not  only 
a  means  of  paying  bills,  but  a  means  of  character  building 
and  efficiency.  To  do  this  effectually,  work  is  divided  into 
ironing  work,  dining-room  work,  lamp  work,  care  of  class 
room  and  corridor  work.  At  the  end  of  each  month  all  charges 
are  exchanged  and  new  hands  start  off  in  new  places. 

This  plan  is  an  improvement  on  former  years,  in  that  each 
one  has  a  chance  to  learn  how  to  do  more  than  one  thing  well. 
Many  of  our  girls  come  from  well-regulated  homes  and  reflect, 
from  the  first,  credit  on  their  parents  and  guardians  by  capable 
execution  of  duties  imposed. 

There  has  been  improvements  along  all  domestic  lines,  but 
possibly  no  where  more  pronounced  than  in  the  laundries.  We 
Pave  studiously  tried  to  prepare  our  girls,  as  near  as  possible, 
for  future  emergencies  by  keeping  the  practical  side  before 
them,  putting  the  more  capable  ones  in  places  of  responsibility, 
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etc.  And  that  all. may  properly  appreciate  the  property,  privi¬ 
leges  and  general  rights  of  their  neighbors,  we  have  certain 
time  for  study  every  day,  and  certain  hours,  when  all  are  off 
duty,  for  visiting  private  rooms. 

If  there  is  one  point  above  another  that  we  have  tried  to 
impress  upon  the  minds  of  our  students,  it  is,  that  while  it  is 
our  duty  as  human  beings,  to  look  as  pretty  as  we  can  and 
enjoy  all  attainable  delicacies,  we  should  mean  more  to  each 
other  than  the  clothes  we  wear  and  the  food  we  eat.  We  feel 
that  some  results  of  our  labor  have  been  charmingly  evidenced 
by  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  students,  put  forth  to  give  happi¬ 
ness  to  others. 

The  girls’  pennies  have  furnished  window  shades  for  the 
chapel. 

A  club  of  girls  known  as  “The  Busy  Workers” — an  auxil¬ 
iary  to  the  C.  E.  Society  transformed  our  rather  bare  and 
plainly  furnished  platform  into  a  presentable  and  neatly  furn¬ 
ished  place  by  the  presentation  of  a  beautifully  carved  chair 
and  a  handsome  rug,  (after  painting  the  floor  and  varnishing 
other  furniture).  Our  chapel  has  been  renovated,  and  by  the 
use  of  paint  and  varnish  gives  an  appearance  more  pleas¬ 
ing  to  all.  The  money  with  which  to  do  this  was  the  result 
of  the  Cantata  “Rebecca”  under  the  management  of  Mrs. 
Hawkins. 

Each  Friday  afternoon  the  girls  are  given  physical  culture 
for  one  hour  and  they  very  much  enjoy  the  hour  with  Mrs. 
Benn  and  their  bells  or  clubs. 

As  the  class  is  large  and  we  have  no  gymnasium  or  room 
large  enough  to  afford  proper  freedom — the  class  is  often  taken 
out  on  the  campus.  We  are  alive  to  the  fact  that  home  train¬ 
ing  is  demanding  the  greatest  energies  of  all  who  have  the 
future  of  any  people  at  heart.  There  was  a  time  when  mental 
ability  of  the  Negro  was  questioned,  but  he  has  long  since 
happily  proven  in  his  favor  the  absurdity  of  such  a  doubt.  The 
problem  of  the  home  is  a  far  more  serious  matter  and  has  yet 
to  be  brought  up  to  the  standard  of  the  mind.  This  problem 
is  being  solved  in  the  Girls’  Home  of  Kittrell  College. 


SECTION  OF  CAMPUS. 
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CULINARY  DEPARTMENT. 

There  is  a  great  lack  of  knowledge  even  among  experienced 
house-keepers,  of  the  nature  of  food  and  its  proper  combina¬ 
tion  ;  and  much  unwholesome  cooking  has  been  the  result  of 
this  ignorance.  Above  all,  our  object  is  to  elevate  this  depart¬ 
ment  of  work,  to  impress  upon  our  girls  that  all  work  is  honor¬ 
able  and  that  it  is  as  really  a  part  of  education  to  be  able  to 
blacken  a  stove  or  to  prepare  a  tempting  meal  of  wholesome 
food,  as  it  is  to  interpret  the  melodies  and  harmonies  of  the 
great  masters  in  music. 

In  the  kitchen  we  have  a  class  of  girls  whose  duty  it  is  to 
prepare,  in  a  wholesome  way,  the  food  for  the  teachers  and 
students.  From  the  kitchen  the  food  is  sent  to  the  dining-room, 
a  large  well-lighted  apartment.  All  work  in  the  dining  room  is 
done  by  the  students.  Each  table  is  waited  on  by  two  girls, 
who  wait  alternately.  At  the  ringing  of  the  bell  thirty  min¬ 
utes  before  each  meal  these  girls  report  to  the  dining-room,  eat 
their  meals,  after  which  they  put  the  food  on  the  table  and  wait 
on  the  table  during  the  meal. 

After  the  meal  is  over  they  are  required  to  wash  the  dishes, 
set  the  table  for  the  next  meal  and  leave  everything  in  good 
order. 

Each  girl  is  required  to  have  two  aprons,  a  colored  one  for 
washing  dishes  and  a  white  one  for  waiting  on  the  table.  In 
addition  to  the  waiters,  two  girls  have  charge  of  the  dish  towels 
and  two  more  the  sweeping.  One  girl  is  appointed  as  assist¬ 
ant  to  the  head  of  the  department  and  has  general  oversight 
of  the  dining-room  and  the  preparation  of  meals  for  the  sick. 
Each  girl  is  held  responsible  for  her  work.  We  believe,  “we 
learn  by  doing”  and  if  we  can  awaken  in  our  girls  an  enthusi¬ 
asm  for  the  performance  of  the  common  duties  of  life  an  im¬ 
portant  part  of  our  purpose  will  have  been  accomplished. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  detail  of  duties  mentioned  above, 
there  have  been  regular  classes  in  cooking  conducted  in  a 
special  room  set  apart  as  our  Model  Kitchen.  Here  the  girls 
have  been  given  an  opportunity  to  show  their  knowledge  of 
cooking  and  to  put  in  practice  the  instruction  given  at  other 

times. 
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LIBRARY. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  habits  formed  during  school  life 
are  the  most  lasting.  This  world  is  filled  with  beautiful  litera¬ 
ture  and  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  the  reading  of  good  books  is 
impressed  upon  the  minds  of  the  students.  That  they  may 
keep  in  touch  with  the  things  of  the  world,  daily  papers,  some 
of  the  leading  magazines  and  journals  are  at  their  disposal. 
The  library  is  open  daily  for  reading  and  reference. 

Not  more  than  two  books  are  allowed  a  student  at  one  time; 
for  not  longer  than  two  weeks.  Our  library  has  twelve  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  books,  and  seven  hundred  and  twenty  maga¬ 
zines.  Most  of  these  have  been  the  gifts  of  friends.  Some 
of  the  students  realizing  the  needs  of  the  library  have  already 
a  movement  on  foot  to  increase  during  the  summer  months, 
the  number  of  books.  They  see  that  good  books  not  only  give 
life,  zest  and  push,  but  will  better  prepare  them  for  the  broad 
arena  of  life. 

BUSINESS  COURSE. 

M.  F.  Benn,  in  Charge 

Among  those  who  come  here  to  be  educated,  we  find  some 
applying  themselves  with  a  view  of  taking  business  or  profes¬ 
sional  engagements.  Experience  demonstrates  that  to  these 
there  is  nothing  more  useful,  nay,  indispensable  to-day  as  the 
knowledge  of  business.  We  have  conducted  this  very  essen¬ 
tial  branch  with  some  degree  of  success. 

Each  subject  has  its  own  advantage. 

Those  taking  stenography  testify  that  it  serves  well  in  very 
many  cases ;  viz :  attending  lectures,  sermons  or  hearing  ex¬ 
pressions  that  appeal  to  the  very  soul,  they  find  it  very  con¬ 
venient  to  be  able  to  obtain  such  by  a  few  characters  which 
mean  so  much.  They  will  soon  be  able  to  secure  work  along 
this  line  and  be  able  to  take  notes  as  they  fall  from  their  em¬ 
ployer’s  lips  when  time  is  limited.  For  such  an  end  we  are 
aiming. 

In  typewriting  they  are  helping  to  do  business  correspond¬ 
ence  and  reproduce  notes  taken  in  short  hand  with  greater 
speed  than  that  of  the  pen.  As  many  as  fourteen  lessons  are 
given  each  week  on  one  machine,  aside  from  practice  work 
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and  business  letters.  If  we  had  more  machines  much  more 
could  be  done  in  this  department. 

In  book-keeping  they  are  becoming  acquainted  with  syste¬ 
matic  principles  of  recording  business  transactions  and  learn¬ 
ing  to  be  familiar  with  ordinary  business  forms,  as  to  books, 
papers  and  correct  calculations. 

If  this  course  is  properly  supported1  much  aid  will  be  given 
our  young  people  and  they  will  be  justified  in  offering  their 
services  to  the  business  world  where  many  avenues  are  open 
and  inducements  offered. 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES. 

Rev.  G.  W.  Adams,  Chaplain. 

During  this  quadrennium,  we  have  had  upon  the  grounds 
as  many  as  181  resident  students. 

These  figures  show  the  school  to  be  Christian  in  that  64  per 
cent,  of  the  resident  body  are  church  members ;  83  per  cent, 
of  the  girls  are  Christians  where  as  only  44  per  cent,  of  the 
boys  have  expressed  a  hope  in  Christ.  Sufficient  leaven  in  both 
cases,  we  trust,  to  modify  and  give  character  to  the  whole. 

There  are  three  Christian  organizations  among  the  students ; 
one  among  the  boys,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  one  among  the  girls, 
W.  C.  T.  U.,  and  one  composed  of  both  boys  and  girls,  the 
Y.  P.  S.  C.  E.  They  are  each  and  all  doing  work  especially 
characteristic  of  such  organizations. 

Each  week  there  are  three  unauthorized  services  and  four 
authorized  held  upon  the  grounds.  There  has  been  a  revival 
during  each  school  year,  as  a  result  several  persons  have  ex¬ 
pressed  hope  in  Christ.  It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  say,  the 
services  are  seldom  dull  and  it  is  not  infrequent  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  blesses  the  meeting  with  His  presence. 

It  is  the  object  of  the  religious  management  to  point  out  as 
near  as  one  may,  the  principles  of  Christian  livng  and  so  set 
them  forth  as  to  give  a  working  life  ideal.  In  1901  arrange¬ 
ments  were  made  for  giving  special  Bible  training  and  theologi¬ 
cal  instruction  to  those  desiring  to  prepare  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry.  As  a  result  nine  young  men  have  indicated  their 
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desire  and  intention  to  study  for  the  ministry  while  two  will 
graduate  from  the  course  in  June.  This  promises  to  be  one 
of  the  most  important  and  helpful  features  of  our  work. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 

Mrs  L.  M.  LIawklns,  Principal. 

We  have  kept  up  our  interest  in  the  study  of  music  as  in 
former  years  and  find  great  satisfaction  in  the  result  obtained. 
The  wisdom  of  making  this  a  special  department  has  been 
verified  in  that  the  patronage  secured  makes  it  more  than  self- 
sustaining.  The  income  being  sufficient  to  pay  for  instruction 
and  furnish  revenue  for  other  departments  of  the  work. 

We  endeavor  to  furnish  our  students  with  the  best  studies, 
both  vocal  and  instrumental.  We  have  found  that  by  placing 
before  them  the  work  of  the  best  composers  there  is  gradually 
developed  in  them  a  taste  and  a  love  for  real  music. 

The  recitals  and  rehearsals  given  from  time  to  time  have 
shown  marked  improvement  in  the  ability  of  our  students  to 
sing  with  ease  and  expression  and  to  perform  well  before 
large  audiences.  Under  the  management  of  this  department, 
some  very  successful  concerts  have  been  given  this  year, 
through  which  have  come  material  benefit  to  the  general  work 
of  the  school.  The  interest  here  grows  from  year  to  year  and 
our  aim  is  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  most  advanced  methods ; 
thus  meeting  the  demands  of  the  age. 

SEWING  DEPARTMENT. 

M  H.  Wheeler,  in  Charge. 

It  has  long  been  the  opinion  of  the  head  of  many  institu¬ 
tions  that  the  girl  in  college  should  have  some  training  that 
would  bring  her  more  in  touch  with  the  domestic  side  of  life, 
than  her  mere  literary  training.  Industries  of  various  kinds, 
have  been  introduced  and  the  result  has  been  wonderfully  help¬ 
ful  in  thousands  of  homes. 

Among  these,  Kittrell  College  has  added  the  very  important 
industry  of  sewing.  The  course  may  be  completed  in  three 
years  and  is  laid  out  as  first,  second,  and  third  year  work.  The 
first  year  consists  of  patch  work  and  plain  sewing  with  notes. 
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The  second  year,  all  sorts  of  underwear,  aprons,  and  wash 
dresses,  etc.,  with  notes  and  drafting.  The  third  year,  of  regu¬ 
lar  dress  making  with  notes  and  drafting.  The  work  is  so 
arranged  that  each  girl  can  spend  at  least  two  afternoons  in 
each  week ;  many  spend  more,  beginning  at  2  130  and  stopping 
at  4  130. 

We  are  now  nearing  the  close  of  the  third  year’s  work,  which 
has  been  very  pleasant,  since  we  first  began,  some  new  appara¬ 
tus  has  been  placed  in  our  hands,  making  the  work  convenient 
to  some  extent.  Most  of  the  girls  seem  much  encouraged,  and 
are  working  very  patiently  and  earnestly  for  an  exhibit  on 
commencement  day.  I  hope  the  mothers,  whose  daughters 
have  been  with  us,  will  be  inspired  by  what  has  been  done  and 
send  them  back  so  as  to  get  a  great  deal  more.  Next  year  we 
want  more  apparatus,  and  more  girls  who  will  put  their  very 
souls  into  whatever  they  undertake.  Then  we  can  guarantee 
better  results  and  contribute  in  a  small  but  a  very  significant 
way  our  mite  toward  the  uplift  of  the  home. 

AGRICULTURAL  DEPARTMENT. 

E.  F.  Colson. 

The  Agricultural  Department  of  this  school  is  becoming  one 
of  its  leading  features,  and1  in  addition  to  its  value  in  dollars 
and  cents,  it  has  an  educational  value,  of  scarcely  less  import¬ 
ance  than  the  former.  The  young  men  who  work  in  this 
department  are  becoming  better  prepared  to  grapple  with  the 
great  problem  of  life.  Some  of  them  seem  to  realize  that  “In¬ 
dustry  works,  and  the  fruit  of  work  is  wealth.’' 

The  work  of  this  department  has  not  been  all  we  wished  or 
worked  for,  but  some  fond  hopes  have  been  awakered,  and  we 
have  some  reason  to  expect  a  far  better  yield  in  the  future. 
According  to  our  itemized  estimate,  we  have  saved  the  school 
in  farm  and  garden  products  an  average  of  $1,119.98  a  year. 

These  figures  represent  savings  in  such  things  as  roasting 
ears,  potatoes,  peas,  beans,  corn,  salad,  turnips,  onions,  mo¬ 
lasses,  melons  and  sundry  vegetables,  all  raised  on  our  farm 
and  furnished  to  our  boarding  department.  In  addition  to 
this,  we  have  built  a  new  pasture,  cleared  several  acres  of  new 
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land,  cut  480  cords  of  wood,  hauled  450  cords,  harvested  307 
loads  of  rice  and  furnished  several  thousand  pounds  of  beef 
and  pork  from  our  own  butchery. 

The  above  amount  represents  the  bulk  of  the  work  accomp¬ 
lished  by  agricultural  work  students ;  but  in  addition  to  this 
they  have  hauled  all  the  provisions  for  the  boarding  depart¬ 
ment,  wheat,  straw,  feed,  lumber  for  the  mechanical  depart¬ 
ment,  sowed  several  acres  of  land  in  wheat,  clover,  rye  and  oats ; 
set  out  nearly  ten  thousand  strawberry  plants,  prepared  yearly 
fifteen  acres  of  land  for  corn,  five  for  peas  and  beans,  about 
one  for  watermelons,  three  or  more  for  a  garden  in  which 
twenty-one  different  vegetables  are  to  be  grown.  Moreover, 
they  have  added  to  the  comfort  of  others  by  removing  snow 
from  walks  and  drives  and  by  keeping  the  laundry  supplied 
with  water  when  the  pipes  were  frozen. 

The  day  students  who  work  two  hours  each  day  have  saved 
the  school  about  $60.00  per  month  by  the  work  they  have  done 
on  the  campus,  in  the  field  and  garden,  and  by  putting  coal 
and  wood  into  boxes  in  the  corridors  of  Girls  Buildings. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  dairying*  this  department  has 
established  and  equipped  a  dairy,  in  which  young  men  have 
been  taught  to  make  nice  butter  for  which  we  get  30  cents  per 
pound,  or  50  per  cent,  more  than  the  ordinary  farmer  gets 
for  his.

Mr.  C.  H.  Williams  referring  to  our  dairy  says : 

“We  have  used  some  of  the  butter  made  and  can  recommend  it  to 
be  good,  nice  butter  of  a  rich  yellow  color.” 
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The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  now  in  its  infancy  but  it 
has  already  given  some  evidence  of  the  good  it  will  accomplish, 
if  it  receives  sufficient  financial  support  while  struggling  to 
set  forth  its  claims  as  an  important  factor  in  improving  the 
conditions  of  humanity. 

Country  Life  in  America  says :  “Of  course  farming  must 
pay  in  money  if  it  is  to  pay  in  sentiment,  unless  one  farms  only 
for  a  recreation  and  release.  Often  the  farmer  expects  too 
much  money,  for  the  amount  he  has  invested.’'  Moreover  it 
says :  “The  way  to  increase  the  aggregate  is  to  increase  the 
investment.  Improvements  that  augment  the  productive  power 
of  the  farm  are  bound  to  pay.” 

CARPENTRY  WORK. 

During  this  quadrennium,  we  fitted  up  a  small  work-shop 
and  furnished  it  with  sets  of  carpenter’s  tools.  In  this  depart¬ 
ment,  we  have  done  such  work  as  remodeling  Dickerson  Build¬ 
ing  as  a  dormitory  for  boys,  making  tables,  washstands  and 
wardrobes  for  Girls’  Home,  repairing  and  making  tools  for 
farms,  fitting  up  laundries,  making  dairy  supplies,  building 
small  houses  and  keeping  up  all  general  repairs  in  connection 
with  the  general  school  plant. 

Aside  from  this,  the  students  in  this  department  have  ren¬ 
dered  valuable  service  in  connection  with  the  general  work  of 
making  necessary  connections  for  supplying  the  different 
buildings  with  water  and  keeping-  pipe  and  ram  in  proper  work¬ 
ing  order. 

Since  the  number  of  students  in  this  work  is  small,  we  have 
adopted  the  apprenticeship  method  of  teaching  the  use  of  tools, 
the  use  and  making  of  different  joints  and  the  necessity  of 
being  neat  and  accurate.  By  adopting  this  method  we  have 
been  permitted  to  give  the  students  only  such  training  as  will 
prepare  them  for  the  next  higher  step  in  mechanic  arts.  Oc¬ 
casionally  short  talks  are  given  on  the  kinds,  properties  and 
use  of  different  timbers.  After  a  rare  knowledge  of  the  use 
of  tools  and  the  making  of  joints  has  been  acquired,  drawings 
with  instructions  on  same,  are  given  the  students  from  which 
they  are  expected  to  work. 
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MATTRESS  MAKING. 

One  of  the  most  useful  features  of  our  work  which  has 
added  considerable  comfort  to  all  is  that  of  making  first  class 
mattresses  for  the  entire  school. 

This  work  has  been  managed  entirely  by  one  of  the  students 
in  the  Normal  Department  and  his  work  is  so  satisfactory 
that  we  are  considering  the  advisibility  of  making  this  a  regu¬ 
lar  industry  and  placing  this  young  man,  Mr.  G.  E.  Morris  in 
charge. 

PRINTING  OFFICE. 

J.  EL  Tate,  Student  in  Charge. 

In  our  printing  office,  we  have  made  some  improvement  in 
the  way  of  increased  facilities  and  extra  supply  of  new  fix¬ 
tures. 

This  enables  us  to  do  more  work  of  a  higher  class.  Two 
more  boys  have  been  taken  in  as  apprentices  during  this  term 
and  both  are  sufficiently  advanced  to  be  able  to  handle  com¬ 
positions. 

Our  school  paper,  the  “Messenger,”  has  been  combined  with 
the  “Educator,”  and  under  the  title  of  the  “Messenger  and 
Educator”  is  issued  monthly  from  this  office. 

SHOE  SHOP. 

W.  H.  Carter  and  R.  A.  Hubbard,  Students  in  Charge. 

By  reason  of  the  growing  patronage  and  the  consequent  in¬ 
crease  in  work  needed  among  our  numbers  it  has  become  neces¬ 
sary  to  increase  our  force  in  the  shoe  shop.  These  two  stu¬ 
dents  have  so  managed  the  work  of  the  shoe  shop  as  to  make 
it  self-supporting  and  keep  on  the  school  grounds  all  the  work 
necessary  in  making  repairs  for  the  entire  school  force. 

THE  ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION. 

It  is  well  known  that  a  developed  physique  is  an  efficient 
aid  in  the  struggle  of  life,  that  brain  work  has  a  physical  basis, 
that  development  of  the  body  touches  the  utilitarian  and  hy¬ 
gienic  side  of  ethics,  and  that  the  athletic  feature  is  by  no  means 
an  unimportant  one  in  leading  institutions  of  learning.  Seek- 
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mg  to  arouse  and  keep  alive  interest  in  healthful  sport,  the 
young  men  have  organized  themselves  into  an  athletic  associa¬ 
tion,  all  members  being  required  to  contribute  toward  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  organization  by  the  payment  of  monthly  dues. 

Nearly  all  have  entered  heartily  and  actively  into  the  work, 
and  we  feel  that  this  department  of  the  school  work  will,  if 
given  substantial  encouragement,  contribute  its  full  share  to¬ 
ward  giving  the  school  prestige,  and  toward  the  development 
of  a  sturdy  manhood  and  womanhood. 

There  is  also  an  athletic  association  among  the  girls  as  in  the 
case  of  the  boys,  it  has  done  much  toward  increasing  the  ac¬ 
tivity  and  vigor  among  the  student  body  of  young  women. 

A  well  equipped  gymnasium  is  one  of  the  great  needs  of  our 
institution. 
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Fourth  Quadrennial  Report 

GENERAL  REMARKS. 

From  the  foregoing  statements  it  must  be  evident  to  all  that 
there  has  been  a  steady  growth  from  year  to  year,  and  that  we 
are  justified  in  ranking  our  school  among  the  most  useful  insti¬ 
tutions  of  the  South.  x 


FOUNDATION. 

The  school  founded  by  the  African  Methodist  Episcopal 
Cliurch,  began  its  first  session  at  Kittrell,  N.  C.,  February  7, 
1886.  Incorporated  by  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina, 
March  7,  1887,  under  the  name  of  The  Kittrell  Normal  and 

Industrial  Institute,  which  has  been  changed  to  Kittrell  College 

*. ..  \ 

is  governed  by  a  board  of  trustees,  representing  different  de¬ 
nominations.  The  board  purchased  sixty  (60)  acres  of  land  at 
Kittrell  and  established  the  work.  The  progress  has  been  slow, 
but  sure,  and  as  we  now  look  forward  to  the  future  the  pros¬ 
pects  seem  brighter  than  ever  before. 

DESCRIPTION. 

The  school  is  located  on  the  historic  place  known  as  “Kit- 
trell’s  Springs/’  in  Vance  County,  N.  C.,  on  the  Seaboard  Air 
Line  Railroad,  eight  miles  South  of  Henderson,  and  thirty- 
seven  miles  north  of  Raleigh.  The  place  is  a  preferable  one 
for  a  school  of  this  kind,  because  it  is  quiet,  with  but  few  at¬ 
tractions  to  induce  the  young  people  to  leave  the  principles  of 
virtue.  The  site  contains  sixty  acres,  with  two  streams  flow¬ 
ing  through  it.  Upon  the  school  premises  are  two  mineral 
springs. 

For  several  years  this  has  been  considered  as  one  of  the  pret¬ 
tiest  and  most  healthy  places  in  the  South  and  was  kept  up 
for  a  long  time  as  one  of  the  most  popular  health  resorts  of 
the  country  and  is  still  visited  every  winter  by  several  North¬ 
ern  visitors  seeking  for  a  more  congenial  clime. 

MAINTENANCE. 

1  here  has  been  no  change  in  our  plan  of  operation  since  our 
last  report,  and  we  still  carry  on  this  work  by  reason  of  the 
help  of  friends  and  the  work  of  our  students. 

Our  income  is  from  three  main  sources.  From  students, 
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Kit tr ell  College. 

who  pay  a  nominal  sum  for  board,  room  rent,  etc.,  from  a  reg¬ 
ular  church  fund,  raised  and  appropriated  especially  for  edu¬ 
cation,  and  from  private  contributions,  classed  as  scholarship 
fund.  For  amount  of  receipts  from  these  sources  see  special 
Financial  Table. 

SPECIAL  BEQUESTS. 

The  school  has  been  fortunate  in  receiving  substantial  recog¬ 
nition  at  the  hands  of  friends  who  have  remembered  us  in  their 
wills  or  made  special  provision  otherwise. 

Those  reported  to  us  have  been  Mr.  Portlock,  of  Portsmouth, 
Va.,  Rev.  J.  T.  Morris,  of  Baltimore,  Mr.,  Bishop  J.  P.  Camp¬ 
bell,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Miss  H.  B.  Kinnicutt,  of  Worcester, 
Mass.,  Mrs.  Plester  H.  Wetherall,  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  and 
Miss  Mary  Shannon,  of  Newton,  Mass. 

The  amount  bequeathed  from  the  estates  of  Mr.  Portlock, 
Rev.  Morris,  Miss  Kinnicutt  and  Mrs.  Wetherall,  have  been 
received  and  invested  by  the  school  authorities ;  while  that 
under  the  wills  of  Bishop  Campbell  and  Miss  Shannon,  is  still 
in  charge  of  the  Administrators  of  these  estates. 

These  bequests  are  very  much  appreciated  and  regarded  as 
evidence  of  the  confidence  reposed  in  us  and  we  trust  but  a 
nucleus  around  which  others  will  build. 

OUTLINE  OF  WORK. 

To  meet  general  and  pressing  demands  we  have  found  it 
necessary  to  provide  for  teaching  in  Primary,  Grammar  School, 
Normal  and  College  studies.  Special  arrangements  for  Busi¬ 
ness  Course,  the  School  of  Music  and  preparatory  course  for 
young  men  aspiring  for  the  ministry. 

All  students  are  required  to  do  some  kind  of  work  as  a  means 
of  self-help,  and  to  learn  how  to  become  better  workmen,  and 
we  are  now  paying  special  attention  to  the  enlargement  of  our 
industries. 

SPECIAL  WORK  CLASS. 

To  provide  for  such  work  as  needs  the  attention  of  regular 
employees  there  is  a  class  of  students  who  work  all  through  the 
day  and  take  lessons  at  night  for  which  they  have  a  special 
allowance  for  ther  schooling  afterwards. 
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By  this  arrangement  several  most  worthy  young  men  and 
women  who  come  to  us  without  one  cent  of  money,  work  their 
way  through  school  and  go  out  well  prepared  to  take  care  of 
themselves  and  help  others. 

At  the  same  time  the  school  is  saved  the  necessity  of  a  large 
cash  expenditure  for  necessary  labor  and  has  the  benefit  of  a 
credit  balance,  arising  from  the  value  of  receipts  attached  to 
the  products  of  this  exchange  of  labor. 

PRESENT  STATUS. 

When  we  review  the  past  and  remember  that  it  was  but  a 
few  years  ago  when  Rev.  R.  H.  W.  Leak  and  his  co-worker 
came  here  and  laid  the  first  corner  stone,  and  see  what  has 
been  accomplished  in  this  short  time  we  feel  very  much  en¬ 
couraged. 

There  has  been  a  steady  growth  every  year  and  the  present 
status  of  the  school  ranks  it  among  the  best  and  most  success¬ 
ful  institutions  in  the  South.  Beginning  with  the  patronage 
and  support  of  a  very  limited  number  it  has  developed  until 
its  patronage  extends  over  several  states.  We  have  increased 
in  number  from  16  to  256  pupils  taking  pains  to  lay  more 
stress  on  thoroughness  in  training  of  a  limited  number  than 
on  mere  numbers.  In  material  worth  we  have  advanced  from 
one  to  five  buildings  and  a  property  valuation  of  $40,000.00. 
A  value  which  would  be  rated  quite  differently  if  location  in  a 
city  instead  of  a  quiet  country  town. 

Our  buildings  consists  of  Allen  Building — Girls’  Home,  a 
beautiful  three-story  building,  one  hundred  and  twenty-two 
(122)  feet  by  thirty-eight  (38)  feet,  with  extension  from 
centre  sixty  (60)  by  thirty-four  (34)  feet,  three  stories  and 
basement.  This  building  affords  ample  dormitory  accommo¬ 
dations  for  one  hundred  and  sixty  girls,  teachers  private  rooms, 
dining  hall,  sewing  room,  girls’  parlor,  rooms  for  music  school, 
and  an  assembly  room  with  seating  capacity  of  one  thousand, 
and  other  apartments  for  home  life. 

Dickerson  Building,  remodeled  so  as  to  provide  additional 
dormitory  room  for  boys  on  second  floor,  while  on  the  first 
floor  are  six  large  recitation  rooms. 
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South  Hall,  is  a  very  tasty,  comfortable  building  erected 
especially  for  boys’  dormitory. 

Orient  Cottage,  a  beautful  two-story  building,  known  as 
Vice-President’s  Home. 

All  these  buildings  are  arranged  so  as  to  insure  sufficient 
heat,  light  and  good  ventilation.  Aside  from  these,  there  are 
several  smaller  houses  used  for  various  purposes. 

SPECIAL  NEEDS. 

We  have  now  reached  that  stage  in  the  development  of  our 
work,  when  it  becomes  necessary  to  make  changes  and  im¬ 
provements  in  keeping  with  the  demands  of  the  age.  In  order 
to  do  this  we  must  in  some  way  fill  several  urgent  needs. 

First,  a  Special  Building  for  domestic  science,  furnished  with 
necessary  equipments  for  instruction  in  printing,  carpentering, 
blacksmithing,  shoemaking,  etc.,  for  boys,  and  all  lines  of  do¬ 
mestic  work  for  girls.  Any  kind  of  machinery,  tools,  appli¬ 
ances,  or  apparatus  common  to  a  school  of  this  kind,  can  be 
most  profitably  placed  and  used  to  advantage. 

PERMANENT  ENDOWMENT. 

The  most  urgent  need  is  a  permanent  endowment  fund. 
Something  as  a  basis  on  which  we  can  calculate  and  from  which 
we  may  expect  a  sure  and  regular  income. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  we  beg  to  again  express  our  gratitude  to  the 
trustees  for  their  co-operation  in  all  matters  for  the  good  of  this 
work,  to  the  friends  who  have  so  generously  and  timely  con¬ 
tributed  to  our  support;  to  our  associate  officers  and  teachers 
for  their  faithful  and  efficient  service  and  to  all  the  students 
who  have  sustained  a  good  record,  and  worked  so  nobly  to 
make  the  school  what  it  is  to-day. 

With  strong  faith  in  God  and  our  own  possibilities  we  push 
forward,  onward  and  upward  to  a  higher  life,  yea,  the  highest 
life.
